Writer Says Imprisoned 
As the letter explains, th e 
writer claims to be in prison in 
Mexico on bankruptcy charges. 
He offers the American one-third 
of a large fortune in exchange 
for the American’s efforts in re­ 
covering the money, which he 
claims to have hidden in s u i t- 
cases. The American goes to 
Mexico, keeps a rendezvous with 
a confederate. Through one pre­ 
text or another the American is 
taken from city to city and more

THE CAHUILLA INDIANS 
P art Two 
A lthough the m ain reliance ot 
the Cahuilla was upon the gath­ 
ering of wild 
seeds and fruits, 
hunting was undertaken regular­ 
ly to vary the diet. 
In catching 
the desert hare (“jackrabbit”). a 
wooden boomerang 
or throwing 
stick of the non-returnable type 
was utilized to cripple the fleeing 
rodent. Deer w ere hunted on the 
higher slopes w ith the bow and 
arrow, or 
rarely 
run-dow n on 
foot. 
Poison was used on arrow- 
tips only in w arfare. 
The bows 
w ere generally m ade of mesquite 
or willow, and later of palm leaf 
ribs, w hile the arrow s w ere con­ 
structed of the arrow-w eed or of 
rush stem s. “Potato m asher” w ar 
clubs w ere 
borrowed 
from the 
Mohaves. The Cahuilla, however, 
w ere peaceful 
people, and only 
fought over local personal feuds 
or w hen attacked . 
The costum e 
of the Cahuilla 
was negligible. 
The 
m en com­ 
monly w ent naked and the wo­ 
men usually w ore shredded bark 
skirts. 
The hair was w orn long 
and w as washed with soap ob­ 
tained from the roots of the yuc­ 
ca. 
A gave 
fibre 
sandals w ere 
worn by men at night as a pro­ 
tection against thorns. The M oun­ 
tain 
C ahuilla 
made 
buckskin 
moccasins. 
Tattooing was prac­ 
ticed by both m en and women, 
but only on the chin, cheeks, and 
forehead. 
M any Amusem ents 
A m usem ents consisted of com­ 
m unity games, such as the ball or 
stick race, shinny, and the hoop 
and pole game, all in w hich sides 
w ere chosen and bets w agered on 
the outcome. 
Games 
involving 
sm aller groups w ere the hidden 
ball game, guessing games of all 
sorts, 
and 
jacks. 
Dances 
and 
singing w ere common. Money, in 
the form of traded-in shell discs, 
was used only cerem onially and 
had no exchange value. Wild to­ 
bacco w as gathered regularly but 
not grow n. 
It was smoked d u r­ 
ing rituals and by the sham an in 
his curing of the sick. 
Musical 
instrum ents 
included 
the cane 
flute w ith four stops, the hollow 
gourd rattle filled w ith seeds or 
pebbles, the deer-hoof rattle, and 
the bull-roarer. 
Each village was divided into 
two 
halves 
called 
“moieties”. 
W ith the Cahuilla, 
one 
moiety 
was called the Wild Cat and the 
other th e Coyote. 
These group­ 
ings w ere exogamous; th at is, if 
you w ere a m em ber of the Coy­ 
ote m oiety, you had to m arry a 
Wild C at, never a Coyote. 
The 
anim als after w hich the moieties 
w ere nam ed 
w ere 
sacred and 
w ere 
never 
killed. 
They are 
term ed 
“totem s”. 
These 
two 
large divisions w ere further split 
up into sm aller fam ily units call 
ed clans. 
Each clan had its sac 
red songs and dances w hich no 
other clan had. G athering rights 
on land and 
eagle 
nests were 
clan-owned. 
C hief Called "N et" 
The village 
chief 
is 
called 
“net”. 
His rank was hereditary 
and handed down from son to 
son, the eldest son taking prefer­ 
ence. T he chief directed all cere­ 
monies. 
An assistant chief, call 
ed “paha”, was the chief’s mess­ 
enger and announcer. 
The sha­ 
man or m edicine man w as sup­ 
posed to cure the sick. 
All dis­ 
ease w as thought to be due to 
either an intrusive object in your 
body or to the kidnaping of your 
soul by a w itch or evil-doer. 
It 
was the duty of the sham an to 
either draw out the object or re­ 
gain the soul. The form er he did 
through sleight-of-hand, pretend­ 
ing to suck the object, either a 
pebble or bit of wood, from the 
patient. 
The soul he “regained" 
by w ild thrashings 
outside the 
hut at night, during 
which he 
struggled and w rested the soul 
away. 
Special sham ans brought 
rain or cured snake bites. 
They 
could all turn into other anim als 
at will, and 
esepcially favored 
the form s of bears or m ountain 
lions. 
Am ong the m any deities of the 
Cahuilla, the chief one w as called 
Mukat. 
He w as one of the twin 
creators, and 
long 
legends are 
told about his life 
and 
death. 
O ther gods w ere evil, and among 


these the god Tahquitz was the 
most feared. 
He dw elled in the 
canyon which 
now 
bears 
his 
name, lurking among the bould­ 
ers there. 
At night 
he would 
venture down into the valley and 
capture souls, which he carried 
off to his lair and ate at leisure. 
W hirlwinds w ere supposed to be 
evil female deities who lived in 
ant holes. 
Every object in na­ 
ture had a soul, even the in an i­ 
m ate rocks and mountains. 
M arriage Sim ple 
M arriage w as simple, w ithout 
any special rites. It w as arrang­ 
ed by choice, not by the parents. 
The bride w ent to live at her hus­ 
band's house and he owned all 
the m aterial property. 
This is in 
contrast to other tribes in which 
the woman owned th e property 
and the husband w ent to live at 
her house. R estrictions or tabus 
w ere common. 
At the birth of a 
child, both the m other and father 
had to refrain for a definite p er­ 
iod of tim e from eating meat, fat, 
or salt and from drinking cold 
water. 
Moreover, 
a 
special 
scratching stick m ust be used to 
relieve an itching, never the fin­ 
gernails. 
Such tabus are w ide­ 
spread over the whole of North 
America and not restricted to the 
Cahuilla. 
The dead w ere crem ated, not 
buried. At the same time, all the 
belongings, including the house 
of the deceased, w ere burned. A 
dead m an's nam e w as tabu and 
could not be m entioned or used 
again. 
The land of the dead lay 
to the east. A fter crem ation the ¡ 
ashes w ere 
covered 
over w ith . 
earth. 
The widow cut off h e r 1 
hair and did not w ash her face 
for 
several 
weeks. 
R egular' 
m ourning ceremonies for all the 
dead of the tribe w ere held in a 
special 
house 
and 
enclosure. 
These cerem onies lasted a week, 
during which time the clan chiefs 
fasted. 
Bunches of owl feathers 
were w orn under 
a head band 
and long cycles w ere sung con­ 
tinually. 
The first three nights 
the sham ans danced and the drug 
ritual (jimsonweed) w as conduct­ 
ed. D uring the day the tatahuila 
w hirling dance was 
held. 
One 
image for each 
dead mourned 
was m ade 
of 
a sacred bundle 
w ith a m at wrapping. 
These im ­ 
ages w ere held 
by the dancers 
and later burned as offerings. 
E laborate Ceremonies 
W hen a girl reached puberty, 
she had special food tabus placed 
on her for a full m onth, during 
which tim e she 
m ust rem ain in 
her hom e and not work. 
L ater 
there w as a public rite held for 
several of the girls at one time. 
A pit was dug 
and lined w ith 
stones. 
Then the ashes were re ­ 
moved and the girls lay upon the 
w arm ed rocks and w ere buried 
with brush. 
There 
they 
w ere 
“roasted” several 
days, 
during

w ill soon be a thing of the past.

The American Legion does not 
want to know how old its mem­ 
bers or other World War veterans 
are, who register, because there 
is no longer any restriction of age 
in a citizen’s sharing in national 
defense. Thereby hangs a grim 
story. 
“Total war has virtually elim­ 
inated the factor of age in na­ 
tional 
defense!” 
Commander 
Knupp explained. 
“In the old 
days mostly the young and strong 
went forth to battle. Those days 
are gone forever. Wars today no 
longer 
are 
merely 
tests 
of 
strength between manpower and 
gunpower. They are today con­ 
tests also between industrial and 
economic systems. Everybody is 
a part of these systems. 
Commander Knupp pointed out 
that men and women skilled in 
the trades now are in demand in 
national defense industries 
ir­ 
respective of age. 
"Factories and shops are re­ 
ported to be hiring trained men 
today in some cases who are past 
70 years and even older,” Com­ 
mander Knupp said. “This is es­ 
pecially true in machine, me­ 
chanical and metal trades.”

Animals’’ came during a discus­ 
sion of the local animal problem. 
This was precipitated when Miss 
Helen 
Flynn, 
winter resident, 
told of finding an old 
airdal.1 
near death alongside a downtown 
street. She expressed belief there 
was neglect on the owner’s part 
and asked if the city could do 
nothing in such cases. 


Mayor Philip Boyd asked Miss 
Rose Dugan, Dr. F. M. White and 
Mrs. Bacon L. Cliffton, who were 
present, to relate what is being 
done locally on the animal prob­ 
lem. Miss Dugan referred the 
matter to Ralph 
Nesmith, 
hu­ 
mane officer, who reported that 
in the last eight months he had 
picked up 157 dogs and cats. Be­ 
cause they had been injured or 
were otherwise hopelessly inca­ 
pacitated fourteen cats and nine 
dogs had to be destroyed. Homes 
were found for all of the rest, he 
reported. 


Nesmith also reported on the 
incident described by Miss Flynn 
and expressed belief there 
had 
been some neglect on the owner’s 
part. 
Shelter Plans Disclosed 
Miss Dugan then disclosed that 
the group of which she, Dr. White 
and Mrs. Cliffton are active has 
land now in escrow whereon a 
model modern “Desert Shelter for 
Animals” will be established. She 
said that a truly unique struc­ 
ture of which Palm Springs may 
well be proud, is planned, an es­ 
tablishm ent which will be re­ 
markable among those through­ 
out the country. 
It is hoped to make this shelter 
self-supporting and its work will 
be along the lines of the S.P.C.A.

It looked for a short time like 
application of Los Compadres for 
a permit for a western dance to­ 
morrow night at the Plaza was 
to be refused. When the matter

Councilman

moved the application be denied 
because he was "against any or­ 
ganization holding public dances 
for profit.” Councilman Shannon 
seconded. 
However, Councilmen Pershing 
and Sorum rallied to the cause ol 
the young business people and 
the motion to deny was lost.
